It woe 
given out that detfth was due to dropsy of 
the brain. The body was sent to the 
lormer home of Goodwin at Bossville 
n Vermilion county this state. It now 
appears that 9oodwln's death might have 
been caused by Injuries received In a 
Ight a short time ago. Efforts are being 
node to get at tbe facts as will be seen by 
the following telegram: 


Danville, UL, April 9.—Coroner Taylor 


this afternoon received word from Boss- 
ville to come to that place In tbe morning 
and hold an Inquest over the body of W. 
R. Goodwin, who died very suddenly in 
Philadelphia a few days ago. An In- 
quest WOK held over Goodwin in Philadel- 
phia, tbe Corner's jury there saying In 
Sbelr verdict that his death resulted from 
contusion of the ttralD. After the Phila- 
delphia inquest the body was shipped to 
BoiarUle, which Is Mr. Goodwin's home. 
Mr. Goodwin was the proprietor of two 
shoo factories, one tA Bossville and one In 
Danville. For over a year he had not 
been on friendly terms with W. R Bed- 
den, an attorney. The difficulty grew out 
of some mercantile collections, which the 
lawyer held against Goodwin. A week 
ago Saturday, Goodwin entered a drug 
store, owned by Bedden, in Bossvllle, 
and told the attorney he came there for 
tho especial purpose of giving him a good 
whipping, Reddou endeavored to argue 
tho shoe man out of his pugilistic frame 
of mind. Falling In this, Bedden, who 
is a powerful mun, sailed in with bis fists, 
and hit Goodwin three or four terrible 
blows in the face. Goodwin foil back- 
wards, hitting a store counter with tho 
back of his head. Goodwin wnsso severely 
punished that he was confined to his 
house four or five days. As soon as he 
wus ablo to walk ho went to Philadelphia 
on n business trip, where he died, as 
stated. 


It Is known that Goodwin was in Chi- 


cago on Saturday lost. On Monday W, 
H, Starr, of this city, received a tetter 
from Mr. Goodwin, who was thou in Chi 
wgo. Mr. Stivrr thought no moro of the 
man nntll he saw in tho Republican that 
Goodwin was dead, Goodwin bad cvi 
dcntly started for Philadelphia Saturday 
night, thinking little that he would be 
taken, to his home it corpse. Goodwin 
was u very nervous, Impulsive num. As 
stated the other day ho mado an effort to 
conduct a shoo factory here but things 
didn't go to salt him, and ho loft, return 
Ing to Bossvillo,

"Mcohnnlcstmrg, fifteen or eighte
